Dean Parker (real name: Dimitur BC0ZCBH7) vas master of 
ceremonies at the convention* PARKEB vas against tha singing of the 
Bulgarian national anthem* After the bangnet a Eh** TABOKDFF mst with 
PARKER to ask him vt y ha v as against slng^ the snthem* PIBKER 
therenpe m socked TABOKDFF* ^s matter is to be taloan np later and

DOCHSy and tha BHF mombers attandlng the convention got 
together in the evenings for their own meetings* They decided on the 
foUcving pointe as follows:

c) In reaponae to a query regarding D0CBEV*e changing large 
anottiite of U. S. currency for Canadian currency and the poeaible 
sacurity hazard thereby, DOCHEV Indicated that he never goes to the 
sane hank ttflee in aueceealon and only eashea part of bia IS currency 
at a tine aa la needed. Following a auggeation he said he would try 
to cash Bome of the currency In Bugfalo rather than all inside Cana^. 
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
